Of course, hobbyists like us have taken radio to a whole different 
level. Whenever I mention that I am a member of a radio monitoring 
club, people are generally very, very confused. Why in the world would 
you need a club to be a radio listener? When I joined my first radio 
club back in the late 1970s, there we dozens of them to choose from. 
There was an association, the Association of North American Radio Club 
(ANARC) that was an umbrella organization for all of the North 
American clubs. There were similar clubs and organizations around the 
world. Each club printed their own hard-copy bulletins. Some of the 
clubs had thousands of members. 


Today it is certainly a different story. Here in CIDX, our membership 
has dropped dramatically over the years. As things stand today, we are 
one of only a handful of North American clubs left. The largest DX 
club in Canada, Ontario DX Association, is no longer a club. They are 
now a webpage with no official members. Their site is open to anyone 
who wants to check it out. Although our membership is not large, we 
continue to run the club. It seems that our members enjoy being a part 
of a group. We appreciate that. 


The session at the Winterfest will be an open, round-table discussion.

The imposition of daylight shifting by Yanqui Imperialism upon the 
tropical greatest Antille as of March 9 this year, is already causing 
changes at RHC, but may not settle in for a while longer (if anything 
ever settles in, with anomaly after anomaly even during *‘normal’° 
times). 


5025, March 9 at 0614, R. Rebelde is on, but distorted with modulation 
at peaks; while 5040 & 6165 RHC are already off, possibly presaging 
regular closing at 0600 instead of 0700, or not? Yet, RHC English is 
still running on 6000, 6060 and 6100. 


15370, March 9 at 1321, NEW RHC frequency encountered, apparently ex- 
13780 which is missing; good and clear here, while // 15340 is as 
usual battling HCJB Australia CCI. And 15230 is too weak and 
undermodulated to matter. 


It looks like RHC morning programming has shifted one UT hour earlier 
as expected: March 9 at 1317-1329, ‘El Mundo de la Filatelia’ is 
running on all the frequencies, such as 17580 & 17730; 12010 which is 
somewhat distorted modulation; 11750 very poor with jazz CCI, i.e. VOA 
Tinang, PHILIPPINES, on the air this hour only on Sats & Suns; 11760 
with heavy CCCCCCI as the ChiCom must jam Sound of Hope; see CHINA; 
11860 clear modulation, and only lite music CCI, which would be V. of 
Wilderness, religious cland from Tajikistan to Korea North. 


At 1335 I am expecting RHC’s Spanish DX program ‘En Contacto’ to 
appear an hour earlier as usual for DST, instead of 1435 so far this 
year during ST --- but NOT! Instead, ‘La Cultura en Cuba’ until 1354 
when I compare frequency groups from the two sites, which are an echo 
apart. One group is on 11760, 12010, 17580; the other on 17730, 15370, 
15340, 15230, 11860, 11750. 


I am hoping to copy a new frequency announcement but there are none 
circa 1330 or 1400, not even a timecheck to confirm DST has started. 
So will ‘En Contacto’ still be at 1435? NO! ‘La Cultura en Cuba’ plays 
again an hour later! The other ‘En Contacto’ timings have been Sun 
2340 & UT Mon 0235, which xshould* now be an hour earlier circa 2240 
and 0135 on all the prevailing frequencies, unless the show has been 
canceled, rather than lost in the DST shuffle today. 


One more thing to check: has weekly Sunday Esperanto shifted an hour 


earlier as usual, ex-1600? Yes! But not starting until 1503 on 11760 
after some dead air. Amazingly, schedule announcement has even been 
updated already: 0700 on 6010 (but probably wrong: last week was on 
6000 & 6100); 1500 (°‘dek-kvin’*) on 11760; 2230 on 15370. (The other 
two do not time-shift). Meanwhile some other frequencies are also open 
carrier after 1500 Spanish closing: 11860, 15370, 17730; while these 
are already off by 1501: 12010, 15230, 17580. Not sure about 15340 
where HCJB English is taking over. 


Confusion reigns at RHC, but that’s nothing new; only exacerbated by 
the imposition of daylight-shifting by Yanqui Imperialism (ha ha, the 
Cubans certainly didn’t have to go along with it on exact same 
schedule as USA; in fact, it’s rather pointless in the tropix with 
less variation in sunrise/sunset times). 


In last report I found that on first day of DST, March 9, RHC had 
moved its Spanish morning schedule one UT hour earlier to end at 1500 
(and presumably start at 1100). Based on behavior in previous DST 
seasons, I was also expecting the 20-21 UT first English broadcast of 
the day on 11760 to shift to 19-20 UT --- but nothing there at 1905. 
Not rechecked until 1937, and *xnow*x it’s on with mailbag, so off to a 
late start --- clueless RadioCuba operator may have needed reminding 
to turn the transmitter on an hour earlier by UT even tho it’s same 
local clock time as before. Got with it on March 10 recheck, 11760 
already going at 1902, but more daytime absorption. Off the air after 
2000 since there's no French now until 2200 instead of 2100 which used 
to follow English, // 11880. 


Further chex on March 9: European service is still on 13680, at 1940 
in French; carrier was on way early circa 1910. After 2000 in 
Portuguese too as before. Presumably 2030 Arabic, unchecked. 


Did not check around 2100, but assumed 13680 and other frequencies 
would be on an hour earlier instead of from 2200. This did cause ‘En 
Contacto’, the DX program to show up at its summer timing of 2244.5 
instead of 2340v, as heard best on 13680, also on 11840 VG level but 
undermodulated; 9810 poor, 9710 fair. So despite missing its Sunday 
morning airing which should have been at 1335 UT, show still exists, 
with this edition being #10 for 2014y: only two birthdays to 
celebrate, then clip of R. Mil XEOY/XEOI; rerun of perennial RubEn 
Guillermo Margenet ‘EfemErides’ = this week in radio history, starting 
with PCJ being heard in Saba on 11-12 March 1927. 


Tuning in 13680 a bit earlier, at 2240 the Filatelia show was running 
another quiz; 2243 RHC self-promotion with a clip of Fidel about the 
inauguration of SWBC back on 1961y, and then multi-lingual IDs, 
including two incomprehensible ones, ergo xstill* not only Quechua, 
but also Guarani which was deleted years ago. 


Next day March 10 checked at 2102, and confirmed 13680, 11840 
undermodulated, 9810 very poor, 9710 poor, all on the air by this hour 
now; 5040 could also be on this early but inaudible. It is audible by 
2212, poor in high noise level, Spanish. 


13780, March 10 at 2217, RHC VG in Spanish, but not // 13680; then 
found 13780 // weak 6000, so those are the separate ‘Mesa Redonda’ TV 
simulcast, starting as early as 2200 now. 


The African service during standard-time season had been on 11880 at 
2100 French, 2130 Portuguese, 2200-2300 English. You might assume any 
change for summer would be one UT hour earlier, but like last summer, 
these have moved an hour xlaterx: March 9 at 2230 confirmed opening 
Portuguese, noting that the music is not distorted but the speech is, 
and it’s running about 6 seconds behind another PP playout on 15230 
(which as heard March 10 at 2215 has additional Portuguese in the 
previous semihour, also undermodulated; prepeat?). First talking about 
Amerigo Vespucci, presumably another day-in-history item. And English 
confirmed now from 2300 and // 5040 which is just becoming audible. 
However, next day March 10 at 2214, 11880 is missing, and no 
replacement found anywhere on 11 thru 17 MHz bands. Meant to check 
whether it was on by 2300 for English, but missed it. 


March 9 being Sunday, I also check 15370 at 2235, and find Esperanto 
is still running then, but undermodulated, crackled and distorted, and 
with some understation, per Aoki KSDA in Chinese during this hour to 
its northwest. Not surprising, as at this time, KSDA is a regular with 
“Wavescan’ on clear 15320, at 2236 check. 


5040, March 10 at 0552, RHC English service with music // 6000, 6060, 
6100, 6165, but 5040 goes to dead air by 0600, and off by 0602, while 
the 4 x 6 MHz overkills resume another hour of English with IS. 


9850, March 10 at 1247, RHC Spanish modulation is cutting out; wiggle 
that patchcord. This frequency about to go off, but at 1304 check of 
19m, the new frequency first heard yesterday, 15370 is gone again, and 
instead back on 13780, as well as 15340 mixing with HCJB. So was 15370 
a mistake (on their roster for tarde services), or an experiment by 
self-styled propagation expert Arnie Coro? @QuE ser-? gQuiEn sabe? 


17730, March 10 at 1403 and later, today’s AWOL frequency, while 17580 
is on; not sure whether I was hearing 17730 an hour earlier. At 1405, 
15230 has fair signal but JBM (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Glenn, heard an UNKNOWN origin audio scratching on 6079.050 kHz 
this morning 0523 UT on Edmonton, other CAN remote posts as well in 
CA-US. Brazilian probably on adjacent 6080.034 kHz too. 


It's belonging to an Cuban jamming spurious? has 9 peaks on lower 
side, and 7 peaks on upper side, each 100 Hertz apart distance.

Next check at 1504, expecting to find RHC all signed-off an hour 
earlier due to DST, but one set of frequencies is still running: 
11860, 13780, 15340, 17730 with news, all in synch, while another set 
is gone: 9540, 11750, 11760, 12010, 15230, 17580. I'1l bet these 
correlate with the two different transmitter sites, one of which is 
tardy in turning off, but they are all gone by another check at 1518. 


11760, March 12 at 0102, RHC Spanish with big het on the lo side, and 
also CCI modulation, obviously from R. Cairo at 2330-0200 in Arabic, 
and from 0045 Spanish, 286 degrees from Abis toward Dominica, 
Barquisimeto, MErida and Medellin, close enough to QubaRM above and 
below the beam.

I previously pointed out that 
it’s co-channel to 25 kW KOFM Enid, which would impair its coverage 
area, and indeed I later found the two fighting over the frequency 
only 10 miles outside OKC. But it was an urgent situation as everyone 
knows, \\no one listens to AM’. There are also 103.1 translators of 
others in Stillwater and Seminole. You'd think that Stillwater would 
have even more QRM from Enid. 


101.5, another BKB game and lo-fi, sounds like on 107.3, but both are 
too weak to make a // using a portable receiver (or too overcome by RF 
overload from the NE OKC antenna farm). Listed here is K268BR in OKC, 
75 watts at 169.8 m HAAT; primary being 93.9 KIMY Watonga, * ‘The 
Gospel Station’*, southern gospel format, and language listed as 
Spanish which is surely in error, altho it’s conceivable it has 
Spanish at some time or other. (BTW, KIMY’s 93.1 translator in Enid 
remains off, good riddance, allowing Hutchinson KS back in.) 


100.1, talk show, pledge drive, 800-FAITH88, and mypraisefm.com --- 
listed as K261DP, Edmond, 92 watts at 133.7m, primary being KZTH *‘The 
House’ * with contemporary Christian. That website refers to 88.7 KLVV 
in Ponca City, but it’s sibling station to 89.7 KIJTH Ponca City, the 
one known as The House. Both have been adding relays everywhere 
possible, especially into The Metro. KZTH in particular is 88.5 in 
Piedmont near NW OKC, 50 kW. You might well wonder why this needs a 92 
watt translator as close as Edmond. Same answer as above. 


97.3, something religious. This is listed as KKNG-FM, Blanchard OK, 1 
kW **Oklahoma Classic Country 93.3 KKNG’’, but format religion, 
clearly a disconnect/outdated/mixup there. The 93.3 signal quite a 
while ago ceased being KKNG, and is now KJKK-FM, COL Newcastle OK, 
“Jake FM’, country. Maybe the 97.3 facility is merely a parking place 
for the valuable(?) kingly KKNG callsign. 


96.5, rock music: that would be K243BJ, listed as // KRXO-HD3, 75 


watts at 169.8m, in Spanish, slogan *‘Now 96.5°°, format CHR. Another 
mixup as it’s certainly not both CHR and Spanish. See 104.5 above fi 
would that be // the same? This is presumably enough to block around 
OKC, the 100 kW stations to the east and west, Tulsa and Elk City. 


93.9, yet more basketball. There is a KGCG-LP listed for Blanchard OK, 
far south side of OKC with 100 watts, further than Norman and west of 
there, on the air or not? In this case it’s probably KIMY Watonga 
direct with 4.2 kW from 120m HAAT, Gospel Station, but with SBG and 
likely matching the 101.5 translator log above. 


92.9, comedy, i.e. FM side of 1560 KEBC, as previously reported, but 
not so listed in WTFDA, just K225BN, OKC, 75 watts, unknown HAAT, no 
further info. Blox KBEZ Tulsa (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

**x RUSSIA. VLADIMIR DANCHEV: THE BROADCASTER WHO DEFIED MOSCOW

Broadcasters at a Russian television station protested this week about 
the country's actions in Crimea, echoing what a Soviet radio announcer 
did 30 years ago. 


Two US-based presenters on Russia's English-language TV station Russia 
Today (RT) caused a stir recently by denouncing Moscow's military 
intervention in Ukraine. 


Abby Martin told viewers of the state-owned channel that what Russia 
had done was "wrong". And Liz Wahl said she could not work for a 
broadcaster that "whitewashes the actions" of Russian President 
Vladimir Putin. Wahl resigned live on air. 


Among seasoned Russia watchers, their exploits recalled the strange 
and sad story of Vladimir Danchev, the Moscow radio announcer, who in 
the 1980s caused consternation by calling Soviet troops in Afghanistan 
"occupiers". 


Danchev, who was of mixed Russian and Bulgarian parentage and came 
from Tashkent in present-day Uzbekistan, was an English-language 
newsreader at Radio Moscow World Service (RMWS), an arm of the Soviet 
Union's vast propaganda machine. 


According to his erstwhile colleague Vasiliy Strelnikov, Danchev was a 
prim, well-spoken young man, a long-standing member of the Communist 
Party and, to all appearances, a fine, upstanding representative of 
Soviet society. 


Russia Today presenter Liz Wahl quits [caption] 
In short, the very last person you would expect to defy the system. 


Transcripts of RMWS broadcasts held by BBC Monitoring - the part of 
the BBC that sifts and analyses output from foreign media - reveal 
that at the start of the 1980s, Danchev was criticising Western 
foreign policy and talking up the anti-war movement in the UK, just 
like any other Soviet radio announcer. 


Some of the reports he read were very similar to RT's critique of the 
West today. But at the height of the USSR's military involvement in 
Afghanistan in 1983 something rather strange happened to Danchev. 


He himself said in an interview with the magazine Sobesednik in 1990 
that it all started with a typo - an errant "not", which turned the 
sense of the official Kremlin message on its head. 


"I thought to myself - what if I leave it in and read it out just as 
it is. If the worst comes to the worst, I can always point to the 
misprint," he recalled. 


From then on, he was on a slippery slope inserting ever more daring 
"misprints" into reports about the Soviet military intervention in 
Afghanistan. 


In a podcast published in 2006, Strelnikov remembered listening to one 
of Danchev's bulletins as he was washing up in his kitchen. Suddenly 
he heard him say: "Soviet occupiers have burnt down a village." 


"I could hardly believe my ears," Strelnikov said. 
Kremlin propaganda usually referred to the Soviet troops as the 
"limited contingent" of "“internationalist warriors" bringing help to 


the "fraternal people of Afghanistan". 


The phrase "limited contingent" is also being used by Russian 
politicians today to describe future possible military intervention in 


Ukraine. 


When Strelnikov saw his colleague at work the next day, he nervously 
asked whether everything was all right following his "mistake". 


‘Where's Danchev?' they asked. 'Oh no, he's on air! 'i --- Danchev's 
colleagues. But Danchev calmly replied: "I read out everything just as 
it should be." Colleagues realised that Danchev was on a "mission". 


Danchev's subversive newscasts had somehow escaped the notice of the 
Kremlin propaganda bosses. But at BBC Monitoring, Soviet specialists 
soon realised that something was up. 


Former BBC Monitoring journalist Phil Tanner recalls how, by analysing 
the Radio Moscow news output over a number of weeks, colleagues soon 
realised that Danchev had gone rogue and was inserting subversive 
messages into the official radio scripts himself. 


This posed a dilemma. In the Soviet Union presided over by former KGB 
chief Yuri Andropov such displays of dissent could have very serious 
consequences for the individuals concerned, Tanner pointed out. 


But with the truth likely to come out shortly in any case, the BBC 
World Service went ahead and broke the story of the "dissident" 
newscaster on 23 May 1983. Strelnikov recalls hearing a bulletin 
talking about "radio sabotage" and "professional suicide". 


As the news came down the wires, it spread panic among Danchev's 
colleagues. Andropov's KGB crushed dissent. "Where's Danchev?" they 
asked. "Oh no, he's on air!" It was a moment of high comedy, before 
the inevitably grim consequences. 


Danchev was apparently sent for treatment at a psychiatric hospital in 
his native Tashkent, though he is later said to have returned to RMWS 
in a rather humbler capacity. One former colleague said he worked in 
the gramophone library. 


Other staff at Radio Moscow suffered dismissal or demotion as the 
result of his exploits, Strelnikov said. Although hailed at the time 
by the press in the West for defying his Soviet masters, Danchev is a 
more or less forgotten figure today. Strelnikov said in 2006 that he 
did not know what had become of his former colleague. 


RT appears to be more forgiving of public dissent than its Soviet 
predecessor. Martin was back on air the day after her outspoken 
comments on Ukraine with criticisms of the US mainstream media for not 
speaking out against the 2003 invasion of Iraq. 


"But I do stand by my opinion and I stand by everything I said," she 
insisted.

RIA NOVOSTI REVAMP UNDER WAY AS LIQUIDATION KICKS IN 


MOSCOW, March 6 (RIA Novosti) fA Three months after a surprise Kremlin 
announcement that Russian state news agency RIA Novosti was to be 
liquidated, changes are under way at the company. 


As employees were asked to choose whether to stay on at RIA Novostiis 
replacement agency or sign redundancy contracts, the agencyis editor- 
in-chief Iraklii Gachechiladze said Thursday that staffing procedures 
for the new company were almost complete and that its final structure 
could be unveiled next week. 


Employees up to and including the agencyis editor-in-chief were 
stunned on December 9 by a presidential decree liquidating RIA 
Novosti, Russiais largest state-run news agency. Under the decree, RIA 
and state radio Voice of Russia are to be disbanded and their 
remaining structures merged into a replacement organization named 
Rossiya Segodnya, which is Russian for iRussia Today.i 


News and commentary website Slon.ru ran a story Wednesday quoting a 
letter sent to employees of RIA Novostiis regional offices in which 
the departmentis head described the situation as ia rather bleak 
picture.i 


The letter said the number of regional correspondents would be 
slashed, while those remaining will work from home, the report said. 


Gachechiladze criticized the report, saying Slon.ru had failed to 
properly secure RIA Novostiis position on developments. 


iEven respected publications such as Slon.ru arenit trying to reach 


RIAis press service before publishing materials,i said Gachechiladze. 
iAll the reforms are taking place with as much transparency as 
possible, therefore there is no need to rely on different 
interpretations of the events taking place.i 


Even rank-and-file employees within the company have been left largely 
in the dark about plans for Rossiya Segodnya and about the specifics 
of its future editorial policy since the RIA Novosti liquidation news 
was announced, however. 


The decision to abolish RIA Novosti was widely interpreted as another 
in a series of shifts in Russiais news landscape pointing toward a 
tightening of state control in the already heavily regulated media 
sector. 


Independent liberal-leaning TV station Dozhd faces the imminent 
prospect of closure after cable and satellite providers stopped 
carrying the channel over a contentious poll about World War II. 


On Wednesday, Izvestia daily newspaper reported that a ruling United 
Russia party deputy is readying legislation that would, among other 
things, make it a crime to iallow publication of false anti-Russian 
information.i 


Starting Wednesday, staff at RIA Novostiis Moscow-based English- 
language desk was asked to decide whether they wanted to work at 
Rossiya Segodnya or accept compensation packages. The bulk of the 
writers and editors for the English-language service have opted for 
the latter option. 


The new agency is to be headed by Dmitry Kiselyov, a notoriously 
outspoken conservative TV presenter, and will share its editor-in- 
chief, Margarita Simonyan, with the Kremlin-funded TV news channel RT. 


RT, which was formerly known as Russia Today, has been at the center 
of controversy recently with two reporters at the channel igoing 
roguei to openly criticize Russiais interventions in the southern 
Ukrainian province of Crimea in the past few days. Criticism of the 
Kremlin typically gets little to no attention on RT, while content 
devoted to negative aspects of life in Western countries makes up a 
substantial part of its broadcasts. 


Kiselyovis ascendancy appears to point to efforts by the Russian 
authorities to appeal more to ultra-conservative values, a trend best 
signaled by last yearis passage of a law banning the promotion of 
homosexual ipropagandai to minors. 


In Kiselyovis most notorious on-screen harangue, dating back to 2012,

International Broadcasting Bureau - If It's Dysfunctional and Defunct, 
It's Us! - Information War Lost: Dan Robinson's Retirement

On Friday, February 28, 2014, senior Voice of America (VOA) White 
House correspondent Dan Robinson retired. 


Mr. Robinson retired after 34 years of distinguished service on behalf 
of the agency, the VOA Charter and the American People. In addition to 
his White House posting, he served as bureau chief in Nairobi, Kenya 
and Bangkok, Thailand. He was also the chief of the VOA Burmese 
Service and the agency's Capitol Hill correspondent. 


Mr. Robinson was one among a handful of remaining veteran 
correspondents and employees who are sterling representatives of the 
best Voice of America and the agency has to offer. 


We have no doubt that Mr. Robinson agonized over the decision to take 
retirement over more valued service for the American taxpayers who 
support U.S. media outreach to nations without free media and those 
which for various reasons cannot get objective news about America and 
the world.

But the agency is clearly not what it once was. Its senior officials 
do not respect the kind of dedicated service offered by Mr. Robinson 
and others of similar character and abilities, their institutional 
knowledge or their professional standards. 


In the Politburo-styled Third Floor International Broadcasting Bureau 
(IBB) and Voice of America top management philosophy, these same 


officials see the veteran agency employees as expendable, disposable 
and better off gone - all of which would facilitate the new order for 
the agency which we all know by now is nothing other than 
dysfunctional and defunct. 


These same officials run around the building blathering about 
"metrics" when the only metric that counts is that implosion has 
become the new "normal" for US Government international broadcasting. 


Dan Robinson Covering UN Peace Process Phnom Penh [caption] 
On The Other Hand 


Two individuals who do respect Mr. Robinson's contributions to the 
agency are former members of the Broadcasting Board of Governors (BBG) 
Ambassador Victor Ashe and Ms. Blanquita Cullum. They have weighed in 
publicly about what the retirement of Mr. Robinson represents as a 
loss to the agency. They speak to their grave concerns regarding the 
future of the agency and the troubling internal working environment 
created by senior VOA officials and the International Broadcasting 
Bureau (IBB). 


The views of Ambassador Ashe and Governor Cullum should not be taken 
lightly. Their views carry weight. When these former BBG members have 
something to say, it is a very bad day indeed for those on the Third 
Floor of the Cohen Building who have put the agency in its present 
circumstances. Both Ambassador Ashe and Governor Cullum have great 
familiarity with IBB hostility toward the staff and even the BBG 
itself. They have both been honored by members of Congress in The 
Congressional Record. 


The standards of Mr. Robinson's professionalism come through in his 
personal message concerning his retirement on his Facebook page. He 
speaks less of himself and more to the people he worked with and 
supported him during his career. It is not unlike what we saw with Jay 
Leno when he closed his tenure as host of NBC's "Tonight Show:" you 
remember those who, often sight unseen, made for your success before 
considering your own triumphs. 


Difficult and Discouraging 


Mr. Robinson's comments made note of "the extremely difficult and so 
often discouraging atmosphere that now exists at VOA..." 


We couldn't agree more, particularly his reference to standing up for 
"colleagues targeted by unfairness." 


And equally important, Mr. Robinson notes, 


"Bullies should not be tolerated in any organization, in the private 
sector or in a government agency." 


In our view: 


* It is these same bullies who take smug satisfaction in eliminating 
the professional staff seen as obstacles to their fear-infused order. 


* It is these same bullies who sit smug at home while the agency falls 
flat on its face in the midst of a major crisis in Ukraine, uncaring 
that the depleted and under-resourced agency fails in its mission as 
defined by the VOA Charter. 


x It is these same bullies who claim that workforce morale is solely 
the responsibility of employees, not the responsibility of agency 
officials.

Sources report that Mr. Robinson was very much a "one man band" in the 
White House assignment. If this is correct, that likely meant that he 
put himself at the disposal of breaking events at least 18 hours a 
day. 


By comparison, other elements of the White House press corps operate 
with much more on-site support as well as on-site coverage of the 
White House when regular reporters and correspondents may be off duty. 


This is one of the "hallmarks" of the "new VOA:" no support, no back- 
up, no nothing. 


In short, VOA correspondents are now responsible for at least basic 
content for radio (what remains of it), video (it really isn't 
television) and the Internet (slow and regularly overtaken by events 
through no fault of the correspondents). 


Also, in the "new VOA" created by VOA director David Ensor and VOA 
executive editor Steve Redisch, the agency's language services have no 
choice but to go to the correspondents (in the Ensor/Redisch "43 
newsrooms" concept) with competing demands that often prevents 
coverage of other breaking news from the White House, Capitol Hill, 
the State Department or the Pentagon. 


At this juncture, it should come as no surprise that the "new VOA" is 
incapable of responding to crises: 


* With an adept sense of timing, the Russian incursion into the Crimea 


took place beginning with the onset of a weekend, when official 
Washington seems to close up shop. Mr. Putin and his military 
commanders and intelligence officers most certainly knew that 
officials in Washington would be less likely to respond quickly. As a 
result, official Washington was left scrambling when the Russians 
deployed to the Crimea in force. But even the White House, the State 
Department, the Pentagon, and members of Congress had shown eventually 
far more activity last weekend than VOA executives sitting at home. 


* Senior VOA/IBB officials went home, literally and mentally. White 
House coverage was left hanging - and most likely not by accident or 
oversight. 


*x The under-resourced and under-staffed VOA Central Newsroom was 
quickly outpaced by other international broadcasters. 


We really feel sorry for whoever among the VOA correspondents gets 
detailed to the White House following Mr. Robinson's departure. That 
person should acquaint him/herself with Robinson's observation of 
poorly managed news coverage. 


But, at the same time, if senior officials don't care about breaking 
news, it doesn't matter. If these same officials have to be ordered 
into action by members of the BBG, as happened in the current events 
unfolding in the Crimea, you know that the agency is toast as a 
serious international broadcaster. 


Those of us who adhere to the same kind of professional standards as 
Mr. Robinson know that it takes good men and good women to run a 
successful organization. We also know that in the "new VOA," there are 
not enough good men and good women when it comes to leadership. 


In the present atmosphere created in the executive offices of the 
agency's Third Floor, professional standards are absent. 


Veteran employees among the working staff are hunkered down hoping to 
weather the down cycle created by these senior executives. It is 
probably a vain hope. Any rational study of the situation points to 
the agency having crossed a threshold where the damage done is 
irreparable and is limping along, trying to get by with empty 
braggadocio of "43 newsrooms" and a "global news network." 


It is all nonsense, plain and simple, as recent events have 
demonstrated and continue to be demonstrated on a daily basis. 


The true nature of the agency is as labeled: dysfunctional and 
defunct. 


If bullies rule the day and are allowed to get away with it - as they 
appear to be - there is no reasonable expectation that the agency can 
be anything else than what it is: a drain on the fiscal resources of 

the United States Government, life support over mission effectiveness.

We know he 
remains concerned for his colleagues, the VOA Charter and the agency's 
mission. He has many friends in the building, in Washington, 
throughout the United States, and abroad.

Delano, the last remaining Voice of America WWII-era shortwave 
transmitting stations, was officially closed down due to budget cuts 
in September 2007 by its operating authority, the International Board 
of Broadcasting [sic], a major support element of the Broadcasting 
Board of Governors. I authored an article then about Delanois closing 
(iLast of VOAis Wartime Transmitting Stations Goes Dark,i see 
radioworld.com, keyword wartime) and offered a bit of history about 
the station, which was constructed and operated for the government by 
the Columbia Broadcasting System. It had gone on the air in late 1944 
under the direction of the Office of War Information, which later 
became the VOA. 


A recent posting to the Radio World website asked: iSo, as of 2013, 
what is to become of this site?i Having spent several months of my 


life at the Southern California transmitting station 6 called a 
irelayi station then 6 I was curious myself and started making calls. 


At the time of publication of my initial article in 2008, it was 
believed that the Delano transmitting station might be placed in 
imothballi status and could possibly reopen. (Dixon, a sister station 
in northern California, was closed in 1979 and reactivated in 1983. It 
operated for another five years before permanent closure and 
dismantling.) 


Some proponents hoped that if it were not reactivated, Delano could be 
made into a museum to show future generations what high-power 
shortwave broadcasting was like. 


When the Delano plant closed, it was operating with four ASEA Brown 
Boveri 250 kW transmitters, but also depended upon 1960s-vintage 
Collins 250 kW units as well. All of the really iold stuffi 6 the 
original WWII-vintage Federal 200 kW transmitter and a couple of late 
1940s GE 200 kW rigs 6 had been removed years before the 2007 closing; 
but the core building 6 including its wartime guard tower 6 had seen 
little change and provided a good idea of what HF high-power 
broadcasting was all about. 


HOMELESS SHELTER 


However, toward the end of 2013 I found that neither scenario was 
going to be played out. 


I contacted David Evans, a Supervisory property management officer 
with the IBB, and learned that the Delano facility had been turned 
over to the General Services Administration for disposal. 


Hereis the way GSA listed the parcel: 


PROPERTY DESCRIPTION: The site consists of 800 acres located in the 
City of Delano, Kern County, Calif., about 35 miles north of 
Bakersfield, and 75 miles south of Fresno. The property is composed of 
one parcel that is approximately one square mile (640 acres) and three 
adjacent parcels measuring approximately 160 acres. There are 12 
buildings and structures on site, including a transmitting building, 
warehouse and pump station. The total square footage for all of the 12 
buildings and structures is 32,433 square feet. The site also contains 
numerous satellite receivers, transmitters and antennas. The main 
transmitting building and all of the associated buildings are located 
on the larger parcel.

Evans informed me that early on, the U.S. Marine Corps had expressed 
interest in acquiring the Delano compound for use as a training 
facility. He stated that the Corps had inspected the facility in 
September 2012 and initiated the acquisition process by submitting an 
interim use agreement until the facility could be acquired. 


Marine Corps interest waned; after that, GSA was legally obligated to 
offer up the property to the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development for possible use as shelter for the homeless. However, as 
of early December 2013, HUD had made no move to acquire it. My check 
in mid-January with the San Francisco GSA office, which has 
jurisdiction over the property, revealed that the window was still 
open for interested parties to acquire it for homeless shelter 
purposes. If there were no takers by mid-February, the property would 
be offered for sale to the public. However, one last check with GSA 
shortly before publication revealed that the invitation to 
organizations that might wish to use the Delano facility to house the 
homeless had been extended until late April. 


So Delano could still wind up as a homeless center, but if that 
doesnit happen by the deadline it will be placed on the GSA auction 
bock for sale to the highest bidder and could eventually be developed 
into housing, offices, warehouse facilities, or any number of other 
purposes, including farming. (The Delano plant is in the heart of 
Californiais fertile San Joaquin Valley farmland, with a number of 
almond and citrus groves nearby.) 


But it seems likely that the 70-year-old facility will never again be 
used for broadcasting purposes. 


SLIP-SLIDING AWAY 


Delanois permanent closing and dissolution reflect a general global 
downsizing in shortwave broadcasting since the ending of the Cold War. 


Upon learning of the disposition of the Delano transmitting station, 
George Woodard, who was vice president of engineering at Radio Free 
Europe and Radio Liberty for 10 years and IBB director of engineering 
between 1997 and 2000, offered these words: 


iI have to admit that some of the international broadcasting 
functionality is being replaced by other media, so shortwave is not as 
important as it used to be,i said Woodard. iBut we should have kept 
Delano as a backup facility. I feel that itis important to keep both 
Delano and the IBBis Greenville, N.C., transmitting stations, as 
theyire located on the countryis coasts and both are on U.S. property; 
Greenville is especially important because of its coverage into Africa 


and the Caribbean.i 


The governmentis Greenville iSite Bi HF transmitting station is still 
operational and was featured in an April 2011 Radio World article, i148 
Years Old and Still a Flamethroweri (see radioworld.com, keyword 
flamethrower). However, its sister facility iSite Ai was shut down 
several years earlier and remains in imothballi status. The IBBis 
Bethany, Ohio, shortwave transmitting plant was permanently closed in 
1994. 


Woodard also offered his thoughts on continuing cutbacks and 
elimination of services by many of the worldis shortwave broadcasters 
who cite declining listenership: iI feel like itis a self-fulfilling 
prophecy. They close the stations and then édiscoveri that nobody is 
listening.i 


According to Evans, IBB transmitting stations are still operating in 
Kuwait, Sri Lanka, Germany, Botswana, S,,o TomE, Tinian and Saipan in 
the Mariana Islands, Bangkok and Udorn, Thailand, and in Tinang and 
Poro, Philippines. The Poro site could go dark in 2014. 


Shortly after the 2007 Delano station closure, Mike Dorrough, 
manufacturer of audio level meters and a broadcast historian and 
archivist, launched a campaign to save the facility, offering a plan 
to turn it into a broadcasting museum. 


iItis just tragic,i said Dorrough. iI know that times change, but I 
really feel bad about it. If I could have afforded it, I would have 
bought the Delano facility and preserved it. Weire just selling this 
country inch by inch.i

Anyhow it makes a mess 
for WRMI to confront, certainly needing the NW antenna around here to 
Overcome it. At 1529 March 8, 9955 is dominated by CNR1 in Chinese, 
with 2-pip timesignal on semihour.

Seattle's 1090 Now Using IBOC 


I may be late to this party, but noticed yesterday that KFNQ-1090 in 
Seattle is now running IBOC. Not too surprising, since it's owned by 
CBS. Years ago I used to see them on IBOC lists but never heard the 
slightest hint of hash. Now 1080 and 1100 may be history here. Noted 
them with IBOC yesterday. I don't often visit that part of the dial, 
so don't know when they began using it, but it should easily decode on 
an HD radio here (Rick Lewis, WA, March 10, IRCA list via DXLD) 


Were they testing, or is it a Daytime thing? I just tried here on the 
Northern OR coast, 110 miles from KFNQ, and I get no IBOC hash. I get 
a bit on 1080, off the SW EWE, but I presume that from KNX, but 
nothing noted otherwise. KFNQ in quite strong here off the NE EWE too. 
No hash on 1100 either. But at least no sign of any hash now. I will 
try tomorrow during the day. Strange that any new IBOCers on AM. Who 
is listening to IBOC on AM? 


[Later:] As Gomer Pyle would say "Surprise..surprise..surprise". KFNQ 
is indeed IBOC. I can hear the sidebands as of this morning. No doubts 
about it! Not a big problem here, but it is there. 73, (Patrick 
Martin, Seaside OR, March 11, ibid.) 


Finally checked KFNQ out on the upstairs HD radio. The HD decodes, but 
really, it sounds no better than their AM did before they introduced 
IBOC noise to it. Granted, it sounds much quieter than it does on 
analog, but only because of the contrast from the hash now mixed with 
the analog signal. How absurd! -- (Rick Lewis, ibid.) 


CBS for some reason is gradually restoring and adding IBOC to some of 
its stations. Most notably here near Chicago where I once again am 
plagued by IBOC from WSCR. 73 KAZ (Neil Kazaross, IL, ibid.)

Spur/ghost signal -- are DSP IFs different from traditional IFs? 


I am trying to figure out why I get a strong spurious signal on 2312 
kHz of WWCR 15825 kHz on my little Tecsun PL-310ET. 


It is a recurrent phenomenon -- I've been hearing it each morning 
Since I received the Tecsun a week ago. Except for some small fade 
differences, what my Grundig Satellit 750 hears on 15825 and what the 


Tecsun hears on 2312 are exactly parallel. The fade differences are 
likely related to the two different processing systems in the radios, 
which is to say that I think the Tecsun is *receivingx 15825 and 
placing it on 2312, and that I do not think there is actually a 2312 
signal in the air. The 2312 ghost is quite strong in the Tecsun, but 
altogether missing in other radios. I am quite sure of the 2312 fq: 
the Tecsun has a five-step bandpass filter that allows for very narrow 
(1 kHz) pinpointing of frequencies. I have not identified any other 
ghost signals on the Tecsun. 


I can't figure out the arithmetic that connects these two frequencies, 
15825 and 2312. Clearly the Tecsun is inventing it. But how? Do DSP 
radios use a different system (from analogue radios) of intermediate 
frequencies that would make this possible? 


WWCR 15825 booms in here (in St John's, Newfoundland) like a local 
this time of day. It's too bad they programme what they do (Philip 
Hiscock, March 7, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


“*“WWCR 15825 booms in here’* --- That's the explanation. The strong 
signal overloads the circuitry inside the radio and generates ghost 
signals. It happens to most portable radios (Tudor Vedeanu, Romania, 
ibid.) 


Obviously, but the question is exactly how does this frequency 
generate from the real one?? (gh, DXLD) 


:) Yes, thanks, and I understand that. I'm just wondering what the 
arithmetic is to produce a stable spurious signal on that particular 
frequency. My understanding is that such things are often products / 
sums, etc. of an IF (e.g. 455 kHz) and the originating frequency. I 
can't see the arithmetic connection. Got any ideas? (Hiscock, ibid.) 


AEREO TO SHUT DOWN SATURDAY MORNING IN UTAH | The Salt Lake Tribune

Aereo, the controversial Internet-based television service that was 
ordered shut down in Utah pending a court battle over copyright law, 
will be turning off its service in Utah and Denver on Saturday morning 
for an unknown amount of time. 


In an email to Aereo customers, the companyis founder and CEO, Chet 
Kanojia, apologized and said the service will be shut off at 10 a.m. 
per the order of U.S. District Court Judge Dale A. Kimball. 


"We are very sorry for the effect that this decision has on you and we 
look forward to presenting our case to the U.S. Supreme Court and 
ultimately restoring your ability to use Aereo," Kanojia wrote in the 


email to customers, delivered Friday night. "In the meantime, we are 
issuing a full refund for the current month to you, our customers in 
Salt Lake City and Denver. We commit to letting you know as soon as we 
have more information about the future of Aereo in your market." 


On Feb. 18, Kimball granted a preliminary injunction to temporarily 
stop Aereo from operating, ruling that the service violates U.S. 
copyright law by broadcasting local television signals without paying 
a transmission fee to broadcasters. The ruling was the result of a 
lawsuit filed in U.S. District Court in Salt Lake City by four Utah 
television stations, including KTVX Channel 4, KUCW Channel 30, KSTU 
Channel 13 and KUTV Channel 2. It was the first time a court has ruled 
against Aereo, which successfully fended off similar lawsuits against 
the major television networks and a TV station in Boston. 


On Friday, the 10th Circuilt Court of Appeals in Denver denied Aereois 
request to delay the preliminary injunction. 


"We are extremely disappointed that the District Court in Utah has 
chosen to take a different path than every other Court that has 
reviewed the Aereo technology," Kanojia wrote in his email. "Consumers 
have a fundamental right to watch over-the-air broadcast television 
via a modern antenna and to record copies for their personal use. The 
Copyright Act provides no justification to curtail that right simply 
because the consumer is using modern, remotely located equipment." 


Aereo, which was launched in Utah last summer, believes it circumvents 
copyright law by using tens of thousands of tiny dime-sized antennas 
built on a rooftop array in each market, each antenna devoted to each 
customer. The antennas receive the free, local over-the-air broadcasts 
and then transmits them to the customeris desktop computer or mobile 
device via the Internet. The service has a monthly subscription fee of 
$8 to $12 per month and is available in nearly a dozen markets in the 
U.S. 


The major networks, including CBS, ABC, NBC and Fox filed a similar 
lawsuit against Aereo that will be heard before the U.S. Supreme Court 
next month. Kanojia did not say how long the service, which was 
ordered shut down in just Utah and Denver, could remain turned off.

Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 03 - 09 March 2014 


Solar activity was at low to moderate levels during the period. The 
period began at moderate levels on 03 March as Region 1989 (N08, 
L=137, class/area Cao/90 on 24 Feb) produced an M1/Sn flare at 
03/1558 UTC. On 04 March, solar activity was at low levels as Region 
1991 (S24, L=093, class/area Eki/370 on 02 March) produced the 
majority of the C-class flare activity. Moderate levels were once 
again reached on 05 March as Region 1991 produced an isolated M1 
flare at 05/0210 UTC. Solar activity was at low levels once again on 
Q6-07 March. By 08 March, a small but active sunspot group rotated 
onto the SE limb and was numbered as Region 2002 (S19, L=323, 
class/area Dac/beta-gamma-delta on 09 March). Over the last two days 
of the period, solar activity reached moderate levels as Region 2002 


continued to grow and produced a total of 3 M-class flares as well 
as 15 C-class flares. M-class flare activity included an M1 at 
08/2341 UTC, an M1/Sn at 09/1358 UTC, and an M1/Sf at 09/2028 UTC. 
No Earth-directed coronal mass ejections (CMEs) were observed during 
the period. 


The period began with the greater than 10 MeV proton flux near 11 
pfu (above S1-Minor) but in decline from the proton event that began 
at 25/1355 UTC associated with the X4/2b flare on 25 February. The 
proton event ended at 03/0150 UTC and decreased to background levels 
by 07 March. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
moderate levels on 05 March and again from 07-09 March. 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from quiet to unsettled levels. A 
solar sector boundary crossing was observed in ACE SWEPAM data at 
approximately 03/2053 UTC. Phi angle became mostly positive (away) 
and remained that way through the end of the period. Following the 
sector crossing, solar wind speed became enhanced to around 500 km/s 
by 06/0730 UTC with total field near 6 nT and the Bz component 
fluctuating between +6 nT and -5 nT. The geomagnetic field responded 
with quiet to unsettled levels from 03-06 March. By late on 06 
March, solar wind speed and total field measurements were in 
decline. Total field was steady between 2 nT and 4 nT through the 
end of the period with solar wind declining to 270 km/s by the end 
of the period. As a result, quiet conditions were observed from 
Q7-09 March. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 10 MARCH - 05 APRIL 2014 


Solar activity is expected to be at low levels with moderate levels 
likely from 10-29 March as Region 2002 transits the visible disk 
along with the return of old Regions 1986 (N13, L=177), 1982 (S10, 
L=207), and a new Region centered near N14, L=253 which have been 
active over the past few days in STEREO B EUVI 195 imagery. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels with a chance for high 
levels on 11-14 March due to coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS) 
influence. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at quiet to unsettled 
levels from 10-13 March with active periods possible on 11 March due 
to CH HSS effects. Mostly quiet conditions are expected to prevail 
with the possibility of unsettled periods on 30 March-01 April due 


to recurrent prolonged periods of southward Bz.

Solar activity will continue to fluctuate at solar flux 115 - 165 


s.f.u. during next few weeks. A common occurrence of C class flares as 
well as occasionally some M class flares is expected, while X class 
flares are expected moreless exceptionally. 


Geomagnetic field will be: 

quiet on March 13 - 14, 23 - 24, 26, April 1 - 2, 6 
mostly quiet on March 12, 16 - 17, 28 - 31, April 2 
quiet to unsettled on March 15, 20, 22, April 3, 5 
quiet to active on March 18 - 19, 21, 25, 27, April 5 
(active to disturbed on March 20, April 4) 


Amplification of the solar wind is expected on March 20 - 22. 


Remarks: 

- Reliability of predictions is temporarily reduced with respect to 
significant changes in the configuration of active regions, which 
indeed is in the cycle peak nothing unusual. 

- Parenthesis means lower probability of activity enhancement. 

- AS it was expected before, we are experiencing solar cycle secondary 
maximum at present, probably a bit higher than the primary one.
